A plane 
seen flying on the Irish coast 
was 
believed to have been 
Lindbergh, 
hut the identification m arks 
could 
not be seen because it was going too 
high.

Alfalfa Field Day will be bold Tues­ 
day, and during the course of the 
day two meetings will he held 
and 
five fields will be visited. M. O. Pence 
of the farm crops extension d ep art­ 
ment of Purdue university lias been 
invited to attend and will 
discuss 
general problems in alfalfa growing. 
Farm ers who have failed to get 
a stand of alfalfa, or who are not 
satisfied with their stand or who arc 
not sold on the value of “two or 
more acres of a lfa lfa ’’ on their home 
farm , are urged to attend one of the 
two meetings held. 
The fields to he 
visited during the day have been se­ 
lected with the idea of showing prob- 
levvs which indivdual growers have 
met and wish to remedy in the fu ­ 
ture. 
At 10:30 a. m. the first meeting 
will be held on F. YY. Lowe’s farm, 4 
miles southwest of Rushville, on the 
King pike. Mr. Lowe seeded approxi­ 
mately 4 acres of alfalfa in oats in 
the spring of 1926. 
The ground is 
rolling and inclined to be “springy.” 
Alfalfa lias been grown on this land 
several 
years 
ago. 
There 
is 
no 
question but th at it is properly in­ 
oculated. 
Those observing the field 
will be able to see the effects of acid 
soil as well as soil which is suffic­ 
iently sweet, but too wet to grow a l­ 
falfa. The value of re-seeding 
a l­ 
falfa can also be observed in YTr. 
Lowe’s field. 
At 1 :30 P. M. the farm of F. J. 
Ewbank, 3 miles northeast of R»ush- 
ville, will be visited. Eight years ago 
Mr. Ewbank limed 
a 
p a rt of two 
fields. In 1924 he seeded alfalfa in 
barley and has been harvesting a l­ 
falfa hay from the field since. The 
difference between lime and unlimed 
alfalfa is readily noticed in this 
field. In a second field both sides of 
the field were limed with an unlimed 
area through the center. Alfalfa was 
seeded on the east half of the field; 
however, it only grew on the limed 
area.

Recorded farm sales, where 
the 
price paid is given in 
tlie 
county 
deed records, on the average were 
3.82 per cent less than the ap p rais­ 
ed value of the farm s sold, accord­ 
ing to a comparison which has been 
prepared by H arry B. Myers, 00111113’ 
auditor. 
The compilation ofj facts is from 
farm sales between 
July 1, 1925 
and May 10 of this year. The infor- 
maton from each township was ta k ­ 
en from the deed records as to the 
consideration paid for each farm, 
and the comparison was made with 
the assessed value of that particu­ 
lar farm from the tax duplicate re ­ 
cords. 
As an example, during the period 
mentioned, in Ripley township there 
were 482.35 
acres 
of 
land 
sold 
which were assessed at $48,615.00 
hut which actually sold 
for $65,- 
962.50, a cash difference of $7,347.- 
50 in excess of the appraisement, or 
15.11 percent in excess of the a p ­ 
praisal. 
Of the 
twelve 
townships, 
four 
were like Ripley township, and the 
average sale was higher than 
the 
appraisal. The other three townships 
were Rushville, Jackson and YYash- 
ington. Of the other eight townships, 
Anderson township showed the big­ 
gest differences, sales being 15.67 
per cent below the assessed value, 
which was due largely to one large 
farm that was sold much below the 
assessed value. 
The data on the farm sales 
was 
taken from transfers of ten acres 
or more, of farm land onl\% and no 
town or city lots or property was

TO CONTINUE TH E APPEAL 


Indianpolis, Ind., May 21—(U.R)— 
John II. Kiplinger, Rushville, chief 
counsel for D. C. Stephenson in his 
murder case appeal, declared today 
while visiting the state house th at 
he has received as many as 50 let­ 
ters, most of them anonymous .and 
many of them threatening, trying to 
discourage him from furthering the 
supreme court appeal of the form er 
klan dragon. 
“ YIv mail has been cluttered with 
letters, urging me to have nothing 
to do with appealing the Stephenson 
ease,” Kiplinger declared. “ Most of 
them have been unsigned, but 
one 
was from a woman’s club at 
La- 
porte. 
“ When I was making frequent vis­ 
its to Stephenson in liis 
cell 
a t 
Michigan City, I received an anony­ 
mous 
letter 
from 
Indianapolis 
threatening to shoot me if I did not 
desist. Of course I ignored it and 
will continue with the appeal.” 
July 25 has been set as the 
last 
date for filing the appeal brief 
on 
the m urder conviction under which 
Stephenson is serving a life sentence 
at the state prison.

W ASHINGTON— If the Ameri- 
** can Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Atheism achieves its 
purpose, which it probably won’t, 
a considerable number of hale and 
hearty uniformed clergymen will 
be separated from their .jobs as 
chaplains in the army and navy. 
The A. A. A. A., which is the 
most militant of a half-dozen athe­ 
istic 
societies 
in 
the 
United 
States, brought a taxpayer-citizen 
suit to restrain the treasury from 
paying out pioney for the employ­ 
ment of chaplains in the army, the 
navy and the Congress. 
The District of Columbia su­ 
preme court had first opportunity 
to sock the atheists and on re­ 
quest of 
the 
government, 
dis­ 
missed the case on the ground 
that the plaintiff hadn’t sufficient 
interest in the money paid out 
for salaries to the chaplains. The 
A. A. A. A. then appealed to the 
district court of appeals. 
Both 
sides have filed briefs and the 
matter may eventually get up to 
the United States supreme court. 
It is to be suspected that the 
atheists have no strong hope of 
getting all the chaplains fired and 
it is probable that their case will 
never even be tried on its merits, 
as the matter before the courts 
now is only one of jurisdiction. ( 
Marx Lewis, counsel for the A. 
A. A. A., says that the* chaplains 


the 
should be turned back into 
pulpits principally because: 
1. 
Their 
employment 
is 
an 
abuse of the powers’ of Congress. 
2. 
The constitution expressly 
forbids it. 
The constitution gives Congress 
no power to hire chaplains, says 
Marx, and Congress isn’t supposed 
to do anything except what the 
constitution says it may do. 
“The constitution.’’ he points 
out. “says that no religious test 
can ever be required as a qualifi­ 
cation for any office or public trust 
under the federal government. 
“But the qualifications tor the 
officd of chaplain, taken from the 
National Defense Act of 19 20. are 
that 
‘appointment of 
chaplains 
shall be made from persons duly 
accredited by some religious de­ 
nomination or organization, and 
of good standing therein, between 
the ages of 23 and 45 years.’ 
Un­ 
der army regulations made in ac­ 
cordance with this provision to 
standardize the endorsement of 
chaplains by their religious de­ 
nominations, a candidate must ob­ 
tain the official denomination ap­ 
proval before he may be consid­ 
ered for an appointment.” 
Lewis says the opposition to 
chaplains has existed since they 
were first invented and that when 
the army got along once for a 
stretch of 17 years without any it 
was proved that they weren’t nec­ 
essary.

M. 0. PENCE WIL SPEAK 


Farmers Not Sold On Value of Two 


Or More Acres On Their Farm 


Are Urged to Attend 


The Second annual Rush County 


Alfalfa Field Day will be held Tues- 
day, and during the course ,of the 
day two meetings will be held and 
five fields will be visited. M. 0. Pence 
of the farm crops extension depart- 
ment of Purdue university has been 
invited to attend and will 
discuss 


general problems in alfalfa growing. 


Farmers who have failed to get 


a stand of alfalfa, or who are not 
satisfied with their stand or who are 
not sold on the value of "two or 
more acres of alfalfa" on their home 
farm, are urged to attend one of the 
two meetings held. The fields to be 
visited during the day have been se- 
lected with the idea of showing prob- 
lews which indivdual growers have 
met and wish to remedy in the fu- 
ture. 
, At 10:30 a. m. the first meeting 
will be held on F. W. Lowe's farm, 4 
miles southwest of Rnshville, on the 
King pike. Mr. Lowe seeded approxi- 
mately 4 acres of alfalfa in oats in 
the spring of 1926. The ground is 
rolling and inclined to be "springy." 
Alfalfa has been grown on this land 
several years ago. There is no 
question tat that it is properly in- 
oculated. Those observing the field 
will be able to see .the effects of acid 
soil as -well as soil which is suffic- 
iently sweet, flint too wet to grow al- 
falfa. The value of re-scedujg 
al- 


falfa can also 'be observed in Mr. 
Lowe's field. 


At 1:30 P. M. the farm of F. J. 


Ewbank, 3 miles northeast of Rusfa- 
ville, will be visited. Eight years ago 
Mr. Ewbank limed a part of .two 
fields. In 1924 he seeded alfalfa in 
barley and has been harvesting al- 
falfa'hay from thev -field since. The 
difference between lime and unlimed 
alfalfa is readily noticed in this 
field. In a second field both sides of 
the field were limed with an unlimed 
area through the center. Alfalfa was 
seeded on the east half of the field; 
however, it only grew, on the limed 
'area.: There was a complete failure

County 


Auditor Shows Farm Land Selling 


For Less than Appraised Value 


DIFFERENCE 3.82 PER CENT 


Recorded Farm Sales Between July 


1,1925, and May 10 Of This Year 


Used In Compilation 


Recorded farm sales,, where the 


price paid is given in the 
county 


deed records, on the average were 
3.82 per cent less than the apprais- 
ed value of the farms sold, accord- 
ing to a comparison which has beea 
prepared by Harry B. Myers, county 
auditor. 


The compilation of^ facts is from 


farm sales between July 1, 1925 
and May 10 of this year. The infor- 
maton from each township was tak- 
en from the deed records as to the 
consideration paid for each farm, 
and the comparison was made with 
the" assessed value of that particu- 
lar farm from the tax duplicate re- 
cords. 


As an example, during the period 


mentioned, in Ripley township there 
were 482.35 acres of land sold 
which were assessed at $48,615.00 
but which actually : sold for $55,- 
962.50, a cash difference of $7,347.- 
50 in excess of the appraisement, or 
15.11 percent "in excess of the ap- 
praisal. 


Of the twelve townships, 
four 


were like Ripley township, and the 
average sale was higher than 
the 


appraisal. The other three townships 
were Rnshville, Jackson and Wash- 
ington. O'f the other eight townships, 
Anderson township showed the big- 
gest differences, sales being '15.67 
per cent below the assessed value, 
which was due largely to one large 
farm that was sold much "below the 
assessed value. 


The data on the farm sales was 


taken from transfers of ten j acres 
or more, of farm land only, and no 
town or city lots or property was 
figured in the report. So reports' 
were figured on the "one dollar and 
other consideration" basis. 


In Posey township, 419 acres were 


assessed at $50,875.00 and sold for 
$50,100.00 or $775 less than ap- 
praisal, making a percent. of 1.52

date for filing the appeal brief, on 
the murder conviction under which. 
Stephenson is serving a life sentence 
at the state prison.

vancement ot-Atheism achieves Its 
purpose, which it probably won't, 
a considerable number of hale and 
hearty uniformed clergymen will 
be separated (rom their.jobs as 
chaplains In the army and navy. 


The A. A. A. A., which is the 


most militant of a half-dozen athe- 
istic societies 
In the 
Cnited 


States, brought a:taxpayer-citizen 
suit to restrain the treasury from 
paying out money for the employ- 
ment of chaplains in the army, the 
navy and the Congress. 


The District of Columbia su- 


preme court had first opportunity 
to sock the atheists and on re- 
quest of the government, dis- 
missed the case on the ground 
that the plaintiff hadn't sufficient 
Interest in the money paid out 
for salaries to the chaplains. The 
A. A. A. A. then appealed to the 
district court of appeals. 
Both 


sides have filed briefs and the 
matter may eventually get up to 
the United States supreme court. 


It is to be suspected that •the 


•atheists have no strong hope of 
getting all the chaplains fired and 
It is probable that their case will 
never even be tried on its merits. 
as the matter before the courts 
now te only one of Jurisdiction. ( 


Man Lewis, counsel for the A. 


A. A. A.. s«jr» that the» chaplains 


should be turned back Into the 
pulpits principally because: 


1. Their employment is an 


abuse of the powers' of Congress. 


2. The constitution expressly 


forbids It. 


The constitution gives Congress 


no power to hire chaplains, says 
Marx, and Congress isn't supposed 
to do anything except what the 
constitution says it may do. 


"The constitution." he points 


out. "says that no religious test 
can eVer. be required as a qualifi- 
cation for any office or public trust 
under the federal government. 


"But 
the qualifications' for the 


office1 of chaplain, taken from the 
National Defense Act of 1920. are 
that -'appointment of chaplains 
shall be made from persons duly 
accredited by some religious de- 
nomination or organization, and 
of good atanding therein, between 
the ages ot 23'and 45 years.' Un- 
der army regulations made In ac- 
cordance with this provision to_ 
standardize the endorsement of 
chaplains by their religious de- 
nominations, a candidate must on- . 
tain the official denomination ap- 
proval before he may be consid- 
ered for an appointment."
